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THE SPEED OF CIRCULAR SAWS. 





This is one of the most essential things to be observed, and no one can give 
it too much attention. If the speed of the saw is too high, it can not do good 
work, besides rendering it liable to many accidents. Too high a speed gen- 
erates heat in the saw, makes it touchy and limber, so that it will only run and 
do good work on light feed, while the teeth are in the best of order, and have 
keen cutting points. As soon as the teeth are dull, the saw will run or dodge 
whenever it comes in contact with any unusual obstacle. Again, too low a 
speed has its objections, but it is not attended with such ruinous effects upon 
the saw. ‘These difficulties can be remedied to a limited extent by the hammer- 
ing of the saw, but cannot be entirely overcome. We keep in stock Speed In- 
dicators, with which the speed of saw mandrel can be ascertained.

The diameter and revolutions of the driver being given, to find the diameter 
of the driven, that shall make any given number of revolutions in the same time.

ProsieM 3. To ascertain the size of the driver.

In filing these saws, file only the top of the tooth, and be careful to file the same clearance 
as in the saw when new. Hollow ground saws of this type are designed to run without set. 
Straight ground saws require much less set than ordinary saws; the set should be’ sprung in the 
tooth at least half way down the tooth, and care should be used in setting not to twist the tooth 
out of the plane of the saw plate.

DIRECTIONS FOR USE. 


In fitting the saws the teeth should first be jointed or made uniform in length. To accom- 
plish this place a 9-inch file in the jointer as shown in the cut and by means of the screw 
tighten the file in place and pass it lightly over the points of the: teeth until it touches the 
shortest tooth. If the cleaner or drag teeth are to be shortened, place the tooth gauge over the 
cleaner or drag teeth as indicated in the cut and file them down to the gauge, afterward filing 
them squarely across to a point as desired. If it is desired merely to swage the point of the 
takers this may be done with a light blow of the hammer on the extreme point of the raker 
teeth, (though for this purpose we strongly recommend our Raker Tooth Swage, a very simple, 
cheap, but effective device) and the relative position of this point may be accurately gauged by 
the application of the swaging gauge as shown in the cut. ; 

The sides of this tool, to which are fastened two pieces of glas:, make a very satisfactory 
straight edge to determine the relative position of the points of the various cutting teeth.

DIRECTIONS FOR USE. 


In fitting a saw, the teeth should first be jointed, or made uniform in length. To 
accomplish this, place a nine-inch file in the Jointer, as shown in cut, and by means of the 
large screw, spring it to suit the curve of the saw, and pass it lightly over the points of the 
teeth until it touches the shortest tooth; then place the tooth gauge over the cleaner drag teeth, 
as indicated in cut, and file them down to the gauge. 
Now, if the saw requires setting, lay the setting 
block on a log with a place leveled to receive it, or 
end of a block of wood, and lay the saw upon the 
setting block so that the point of the tooth to be set 
projects over the apex of the beveled surface fully one- 
quarter of an inch, bringing the point of tooth to the 
position as shown in the cut. 

The tooth being in position, give two or three 
strokes with a light hammer on the sides of the tooth, 
over the apex, fully one-quarter of an inch from the 
point, which will usually give the required set. ‘Then 
moye tooth forward over the bevel or Channeling 
Block, and strike the tooth a sharp blow directly over 
the point. This will make a slight depression below 
the pea of the tooth, which serves to keep the cutting

ulate the set by gauging each tooth with the tooth- 

gauge ; take it in the left hand and place it against the side of the saw. (See cut.) ‘The point 
on the short end indicates the least set, and the point on long end indicates a little more set. 

The side file should be used to remove any feather-edge or burr left in filing, and even the 
set perfectly, This can be done when the saw is in the vise or filing clamp. Place an eight- 
inch mill bastard file in the recess on the side file; tighten the screws holding the file. Be 
particular that the saw is placed firmly in the clamp. Pass the center of the file lightly against 
the teeth until the burr is remoyed and the set evened up. Care should be exercised not to use 
the side file more than is necessary to remove the feather-edge and even up the set. 

The wrench may be used to lessen the set if necessary, but should never be used to set the 
teeth. This should be done only with a hammer upon the setting block, or any hard and 
slightly beveled surface. 

Notice carefully the manner in which the saw is filed when new, and file nearly as possible 
in the same manner. 

To secure the best results, our Diamond Tooth (both Silver-Steel and Special Steel) an 
Dexter Saws should be sharpened after being set. ‘

DIRECTIONS FOR BRAZING. 


Bevel the ends of saw about one-half inch, and bind firmly together with two or three 
strands of very fine wire. Fasten the saw in position with the set screws in clamp; place a small 
piece of silver solder on the lap, and cover with powdered borax. ‘The braze can then be made 
either with our alcohol lamp with automatic blower, or with the common brazing tongs. Use 
the half circle of clamp when filing the bevel and in 
finishing up the braze. 


DIRECTIONS FOR USING LAMP. 


Use alcohol in both lamps and in the blower, having 
the blower about half full. Light both wicks in the 
lamps and place the heating lamp in position under the 
blower.

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MACHINE KNIVES. 





Three things are essential to a good machine Knife of any 
description: 


THE RIGHT TEMPER, 
PERFECT WELDING, 
ACCURATE GRINDING. 


We have been very successful in furnishing knives to meet the requirements of our trade, but 
the user of knives should recognize the fact that he has some responsibility in the matter, and to 
avoid all trouble in reference to knives, either for ourselves or our customers, we make the fol- 
lowing suggestions: 


Send pattern or template, taken by stretching a piece of paper of good quality tightly over 
the flat side of the knife, and press firmly over edges of knife and slots to show a perfect and 
distinct outline. This outline may then be traced with a pencil, if necessary. If you use a 
pencil to mark out the knife and slots, be sure that it has a long sharp point, so that it will 
reach the bottom of the slots of holes; otherwise the pattern will not be accurate, and is apt to 
cause trouble, especially in the case of knives with threaded holes. 


An end view of the knife should also be given, and the dimensions toute be marked on the 
pattern, as patterns are frequently taken from knives partially worn out, so that the pattern does 
not show the correct width. By marking the dimensions on the knives, it enables us to dis- 
cover any discrepancy between the sizes specified and the pattern, and we can then write for 
confirmation before making the knives. 


Always state the kind of work to be done with the knives, giving the varieties of wood 
handled and the condition in which it is used; that is, whether green, dry or steamed. Also 
give your idea about the temper, which you may describe as follows: 


Soft or medium soft, for filing only. 
Medium, to file and grind. 
Medium hard, to file slow. 

Hard, to grind only. 


Always state dimensions in the following order: 
1. The length of the cutting edge. 

2. The width from the cutting edge to the back. 
3. The thickness. 


In many cases people give the width first, on account of being the greater dimension, in the 
case of short knives. ‘This causes confusion and mistakes, and should be avoided. 
Remember, if it is tempered, it is a knife; if untempered, it is a blank. If you say 


“‘bits,’? we understand that you mean ‘‘tempered knives.’’? If you want short knives without 
slots, do not describe them as ‘‘blanks;’’ but say ‘‘knives, no slots.’’ 


If knives are wanted for ‘‘slotted head,’’ patterns are not necessary, but the correct dimen- 
sions only. For stationary bolts, patterns must be sent with order. 

If our advice in reference to ordering knives is followed, they are absolutely warranted, and 
any proving defective in material, workmanship or temper, will be replaced without expense to 
the buyer. 


We have taken a great many chances in filling orders for knives, to avoid delay, and we 
congratulate ourselves on the few cases in which we have guessed wrong.
